LEAVE IT TO "PAL" 


Dog’s Ownsr Relies on AnimaPa 
Intelligence. 


Offspring of Gray W o lf and Highly 
Bred Scottish Guardian of Shssp, 


Four-Footed Companion Is 


Beyond Value. 


While In Alabama I made the ac­ 
quaintance with the strangest dog I 
liavt ever heard of— the most unique 
creature it has been my province to 
get acquainted with, writes George F. 
Burba In the Columbus Dispatch. 
He 
belongs to a man living ut Tyson- 
villt, but is known all over the state, 
ami his name Is "Pal.” 
Pul’s mother was a shepherd and 
liv'd on tin plains out West, where 
she looked after a big herd of sheep. 
In fact, 'be was one of the best sheep 
dogs In the whole region. 
His father 
«as a gray «olf. 
8o Pul 1» half wolf 
and half dog—a common enough thing 
out West. 
Pal grew up with the sheep his 
mother lot ked after, and learned all 
the tricks of rounding them up and 
bringing them in. 
But he ’.earned a 
whole lot more than the average sheep 
dog knows, 
lie learned that every 
other animal as «ell as sheep can 
be directed and guided and taken care 
of if you know how to do 1L So when 
Pal's owner wants any certain animal 
on the farm brought In, he simply 
tells the dog what he wants and Pal 
attends bo It. 
lie can tell the dog to 
go to the pasture a tulle away and 
bring In a certain mule and he goes 
and brings It In. 
He can direct him 
to bring In a certain cow or calf or 
hog and It Is done. 
But the strange thing about It Is 
that Pal also brings in other dogs. 
His owner has numerous bird dogs, 
which he trains upon the plantation. 
Pal helps train them. 
If a dog gets 
too far away, the trainer says, “ Pal, 
bring him in.” and Pal does so. 
He 
runs to the dog and crowds him toward 
the owner. 
He simply will not let 
him go in any other direction. 
He 
doesn’t fight the other dog, although 
at times it may be necessary for him 
to take hold of an ear uud nip it a 
little. 
But he annoys the dog until 
there Is nothing else for it to do but 
to lie guided by Pal. 
Then Pal is the high sheriff or po­ 
liceman of the «hole plantation. 
He 
keeps the peace between the other ani­ 
mals. 
If two dogs get Into a fight, 
Pul separates them. 
If he finds a 
couple of hogs or chickens fighting, 
he does the same thing, 
lie doesn't 
bother anything upon the plantation 
unless it is doing something it ought 
not to do, and then he takes a hand 
in the matter and settles it. 
If he 
finds a pig in a field where It doesn’t 
belong, he drives it out without being 
directed to do so 
If u horse slips 
its bridle while hitched to the hitch­ 
ing post and cavorts down the rood, 
it Is only for a few moments, for Pal 
Is close upon its heels or at its nose 
and he brings it back and keeps it 
standing w here it was left.

BUCKWHEAT FINE 
FOR POOR SOILS 


Profitable Yield May Be Secured 
Where Wheat, or Even Rye, 
Cannot Be Grown. 


LOCAL NEWS 


EXCELLENT AS COVER CMP 


Can Be Grown on lan d Where Sprlng- 
Sown Crops, Such ae Corn, Have 
Failed to Make a Stand— 
Many Other Ueee. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Buckwheat Is In general the best 
grain crop for poor, thin land. 
Its nut- 
ural and favorite environment is "back 
In the hills." 
On land where wheat 
or even rye cannot be grown with profit 
buckwheat Is often able to produce a 
profitable yield. 
The climatic condi­ 
tions, however, must he favorable. 
On acid soils, which nre quite com­ 
mon In the northern states, buckwheat 
dot's well. 
It does not require large i 
supplies of lltne In the soil, although 
lime Is taken up largely by the plant. 
Good Summer Cover Crop. 
Low-grude fertilizers may be used to 
advantage in the growing of buck­ 
wheat, as It can make use of relatively 
Insoluble materials to better advan­ 
tage than the other grain crops. 
It 
may be used to render available In­ 
soluble phosphates, like rock phos­ 
phate, ns these are taken up by the 
plant In larger quahtltiee than by 
Other small grains. 
To obtain the 
greatest benefit from such applications 
to follow crops, the buckwheat should 
be grown as a summer cover crop to 
be plowed under ns green manure In 
preparation for fall seeding. 
Buckwheat serves to make even very 
hard land mellow and frlahle. 
Conse­ 
quently It Is a good crop to use In 
preparation for such crops ns potatoes. 
As it has n short growing period, 
buckwheat can be grown on land where 
spring-sown crops, such ns corn, have 
failed to make a stand. 
It can also 
be used where the land cannot be 
worked 
until late, or where other 
crops have been drowned out by late 
spring floods. 
Enlarge Ffc.'m Activities. 
Buckwheat can be used to enlarge 
farm activities. 
After other crop* 
th a t must be sown early art1 all in 
there Is often time to prepare lnnd and 
sow buckwheat. 
On account of the 
short growing season It may be sown 
later than any other grain crop. Where 
It Is so used It often may be advisable 
to sow It even on rich land which other­ 
wise could be used more profitably for 
other crops. 
BUekwheot Is a suitable crop for 
growing on new ground. 
Land Just 
cleared of timber or drained marsh 
land containing much decaying vege­ 
table matter will produce good yields 
of this grain. 
F arm ers’ Bulletin No. 1002 contains 
full Information on this crop.
